lowed the contents of a two-ounce bottle of laudanum with suicidal in- 
tent. She drained the deadly poison about midnight last night after the oth- 
er people in the house had retired. Th<; noise of her struggles attracted the 
attention of the sleepers In th~e* house.' They rushed to her assistance and 
called a police officer. 


WANTS TO DIE. 


The clruy was fast taking effect on the young woman, but when the 


police automobile arrived she waa taken to the Receiving Hospital, where 
Steward Borchert drained the poison from the woman's stomach. After her 
life had been saved, Mrs. Glasgow sat up on the operating table, much 
relieved, but still declaring that she would yet end her life. 


"1 have nothing to live for," said the young;,woman to Attendant John 


J. Travers. "My mother is in Los Angeles, where I formerly lived, my hus- 
band has left me; and I migrtt. Just aj» .well pass out of this world. I will 
)>t be satisfied until I have made the Job a good one." 


Mrs. Gl isgow was in a much brighter moocl when she left the hospital 


to be taken to her apartments on Lydia street. 
Just before going out of 


the door,t»h'- promised the hospital authorities that she would go home \inil 
go to sleep and try to forget her troubles. 


FEW FRIENDS. 


The people In the house, where she has stayed but a short time, say 


the young woman has been despondent for some time and they have often 
held fears that some time she would attemol; to end her life. She keeps 
herself In seclusion and has but few acquaintances who visit her in her hour 
of grief.

to their country In time of peace as 
the soldiers do In time of war. Ben- 
jamin Franklin and those who signed 
with him In immortal Declaration of 
Independence gave 
to these United 


States as great a service and as dan- 
gerous a one as those who fought with 
gun and sword. . In fact, bad it not 
been for the intrepid men who/taklng 
their lives Into their own hands, and 
risking death as traitors, affixed their 
signs manual to the declaration, the 
War of the Revolution would hardly 
have been 
possible, and 
we 
today 


would not hav<> the liberties of which 
we are so proud 
and of which we 


should be more Jealous than we are. 
Yet, although the signers of the, dec- 
laration are honored by all patriotic 
Americans, still the greatest 
honors 
have been heaped 
upon those 
who 


took up the musket and the sword. 


PRAISES ROOSEVELT. 


"I take it that this country has never 


seen a more consistent, self-sacrificing, 
loyal patriot than he who .now occu- 
pies the presidential chair., His course 
well illustrates the necessity for1 peace- 
time patriotism.

of (governmental agencies and power, 
these men were turning the govern- 
meit of the country from a govern- 
ment of, by and for the people into a 
government of, by nnd for aggregated 
capital? 
Do we realize that, instead 


of governing and legislating for the 
people, our city, county, State and na- 
tional governments have been grad- 
ually turr-ed 
Into governments 
for 


granting special privileges for the few 
at the expense of the many?

The recent reflations In San'Fran- 


cisco and the conduct of affairs a*t the 
capitals of the many Slates, as well as 
Washington Itself, in all of which the

TOO BUSY TO AID. 


Tea,-ray f'-lends, ther« is need, great 
need, or "an active, earnest, self-sacri- 
ficing patriotism in time of peace, as 
trreat a neert''of It as there is In time of 
war. 
It ,3 a more difficult thing to 
arouse peace-time patriotism to active- 
partlclpatijn In the battle for the pres- 
ervation of a country's liberties than it 
is to get men to rally to the beat of the 
war drum and follow the flag to the 
field, of battle. 
In time of- peace we

The constitution Is also to be amend- 


ed so as. to render a member eligible 
to represent his local as a delegate 
to the annual convention after a year's 
membership. Two years' membership 
has heretofore

required.

amendment to the constitution was 
adopted prohibiting unions or members 
of the locals from making a labor con- 
tract with employers.-

recommendations of Acting President 
C. E. Mahoney.

Attorney Addresses a Stockton 


Audience and Scores Corrupt Political 


Officials of San Francisco. 


STOCKTON.: June 22.—District Attor-) favoring corporations; police winking- at 


ney William H. >Langdon of San Fran- 
cisco delivered an address last night to 
the citizens Of Stockton under the aus- 
pices of the High school alumni. Lang- 
ion scored Corrupt public officials, re- 
ferred to the San Francisco situation, and 
in conclusion held out the hope that con-, 
ditions will improve. 
Throughout the 


entire address waa a plea for the fra- 
ternity of citizenship and the elevation 
of human Ideals. He said in part: 
'It is said that one railroad magnate 
holds six or seven legislatures in 
.... ,,~lm of his hand. For the public in- 
terest, do you suppose, or for a special 
interest of hls~own? 
Is this equality? 
Look at the open and obnoxious activity 
of Oie hired lobbies- which infest every 
State legislature. Are they there to rep- 
resent the interests of .all, do you sup- 
pose? Do they bring- prAfit to their send- 
ers? -Would they .be maintained if tney 
did not? 
"Look at the caliber of the men who 
sit in the halls of legislation. Are they 
in most .cases 'the best, moat unselfish, 
most wlso men you could send? Or are 
they generally reputed to represent this 
interest or thnt? The country delegates 
are far better than those the great cities 
send, roped and tied by the political cow- 
boys who boss the cattle for the masters 
of the herd who sit higher up with hands 
that are clean only in looks. 


DISEASE SYMPTOMS. 


'Bougliten legislatures, the lobbies of 
the special interests, controlled delega- 
tions', are the symptoms of political dis- 
ease attacking the equality of the law 
at every place where the law Is made. 
Clean up the legislatures; that ia the 
first courageous thing to be done. 
"Look at your public officers enforcing 
the law. Take 'half a dozen men charged 
with'about the same responsibilities :infl 
note with what different enthusiasm .and 
zeal and with differing honesty, too. they 
attend to their business. Public assessors 


this crime-send tha-t-'vice; mayors using 
the enforcement and noncnforcement of 
the law to grow rich from extortion. Are 
all these practices conducive to an equal 
administration of the law so that each 
may have his Just liberty and no more? 
"Think' of the spectacle that is to be 
seen in the. San Francisco of today, where 
a chief of police appointed to assist in 
the fair administration of the law and 
the prosecution of crime is found to be 
engaged in the service 
of 
protecting 
criminals, and defeating the work of the 
public prosecution. A more brazen mal- 
administration- of the equality of the law 
was never known. There is one cure for 
this: 
Put better men into office; give 
them honor and appreciation so that, be- 
yond the paltry money pay, they will have 
the rewards without which you cannot get 
better men to serve. 
-*"Look at your courts and your court 
procedure. 
A poor villain may be sent 
to jail in a few days, his cose given to 
the young lawyer to practice on as a 
pauper's cadaver is given to s. medical 
student to dissect. Not so with the rich 
villain, who hires the best legal talent of 
the land. 
The whole time is spent In 
trying the grand jury, the judge, the wit- 
nesses, the attorneys for the prosecution, 
everybody, in fact, except the defendant, 
who is completely lost sight of in the con- 
fusion. 
We should be indignant at this 
affront to the sanctity of the law. and by 
our very indignation at this trifling with 
our sacred institutions demand a revo- 
lution in our court procedure that will 
try the case upon Its merits and not upon 
blJ7id precedent and technicality. 
"The code of ethics "of the bnr which 
makes it honorable to protect a rascal 
whose guilt Is known to nn'attorney needs 
revision, too. Men should be as free to 
shun a dirty job in the law as in busi- 
ness. In spite of the legal code of ethics 
there are some lawyers who cannot be 
bought into the service of rich villains, 
just as there are men in business who 
cannot be coaxed into a dirty deal by a 
promise of big profits."

CHICAGO, June 22.-The Inter-Ocean 


today says: Passenger rates on all raif- 
roads of the United States will bo re- 
duced to 2 cents a mile. 
The lowering 


of the price and complete abolition of 
the old 3-cent rate will begin 011 July 1 
This was the decision reached In Chicago 
yesterday after a long and heated dis- 
cussion by the leading railroad presi- 
dents of all the western and trans- 
continental roads. It was not a. formal 
agreement, but is equally binding, for 
two large roads doing- a'transcontinental 
business ar* said to have .served an 
ultimatum to others that they would 
put the rate into effect immediately. 
Following the meeting- of the officials 
of the roads several admitted that they 
had been forced to bow to public opinion 
and anti-railroad legislation. They said 
that no further fitrht would be made on 
The 2-cent Jaws already passed and-that 
the roads would accept the inevitable. 
Among those who are said to have at- 
tended the secret meeting: were Presi- 
dent B. L. Wine-hell of the Chicago. RocK 
Island and Pacific and President A. J. 
Karling of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul. Neither would discuss the re- 
port last night.

Leaving- aside the predicament of Mayor Schmitz "and his guilt 


or innocence of the numerous charges brought against him, his 
reasons for vetoing the $720,000 appropriation for the reconstruction 
ot the Geary street railroad a^s a municipal enterprise would seem to 
be conclusive. Whether the conduit system has proved a failure, as 
.Schmitz asserts, we do not kno\y. nor is the 
soundness 
of 
the 


principle cf public ownership a factor in reaching the conclusion that 
it is inexpedient at this time for the city to expend $720,000 out of 
this year's revenues to construct a railroad bed on Geary street. 


The Geary street scheme is not an emergency matter. The fran- 


chise of the old company has long since expired, and the operation 
of the old cable road up to the time of the carmen's strike was by 
sufferance of the municipal authorities. If it be deemed expedient for 
the city to engage in street railway business, the Geary street scherrte 
can very well be allowed to remain in abeyance for a year or two 
while other really pressing municipal needs are attended to. If the 
Geary street line were already constructed, the city has no rolling 
stock or other equipment, and would have to lease the road out to a 
private corporation or make another large investment to equip the 
enterprise 


The I'nited Railroads never owned the Geary street road and 


now has 1,0 interest in it. The road itself begins at Market street, 
at the junction of Kearny, and terminates at Golden Gate Park, near 
the Chute->. It has no cross-town or ferry connections, and can issue 
transfers to no other line. It does not connect with the Presidio and 
California --treat lines, which are independent—nominally, at least— 
of the United Railroads. If operated by the,municipality the line 
vtould onh give an isolated service along Geary street to the park, 
and can therefore be only a smal! factor in passenger carriage 
throughout the city. 


But the chief point of consideration is that San Francisco has 


b«en so soreK smitten by calamity that her propei ty-owners are in 
no condition to bear tax burdens not imperatively necessary. Large 
expenditures for schools and other public buildings, street improve- 
ment and sewer repair are immediately necessary. Many of 
the 


principal thoroughfares are practically impassable; ill the businers 
streets are in a ternb'e state of dilapidation, while a large proportion „. 
r _ . 


of the school children are crowded into temporary wooden shacks reflection of the standard of citizenship, hence movements to purge 
wholly inadequate in size and unsuited in structure to the uses of

education. The various departments of the city and county govern- 
ment are scattered about in temporary quarters for which enormous 
rental is paid. 


A twi-nty-cent extra levy for street repairs was included in the 


budget, but this was al^o vetoed by the imprisoned mayor as un- 
necessary if the proposed expenditure of the $720.000 on the Geary 
street road is not made. It is estimated that the extra tax levy for 
Streets will yield $500,000. Street work is one of the ordinary 
Operating expenses of city government, while building street rail- 
roads cannot be classed as among the necessary municipal activities. 
it is juggling with common sense to appropriate a large sum out 
[of the ordinary revenues for investment in a street railroad and then 
levy an extra tax to meet an operating expense. 


Supe-visor Gallagher says the Mayor's veto of the twenty 


cents extra tax will stand, but that his veto of the Geary street appro- 
priation will be overridden. At whose bidding will this be done? 
If the program he announces is carried out, the streets will have 
to go unrepaired that the city miy build a roadbed that it cannot 
operate when completed without a further expenditure, while the 
several dt-partments must remain scattered around for an indefinite 
period. 
If this be government by the Big Stick, it is not the kind 


that appeals to business judgment.

TO AID UNFORTUNATE 


Editor TRIBUNE.—In a recent issue 


of your ^apcr a gentleman 
signing 


himself "One of your many subscrib- 
ers," 
voiced- the sentiment that it is a 


crying shame that Oakland, with its 
teeming Thousands, makes no adequate 
provision for the care of Its unfortu- 
nately afflicted by accident. True it is 
we have a Receiving Hospital (under 
county control), and It is also true we 
have a patrol wagon. We have, how- 
ever, no city ambulance, neither have 
we a county ambulance stationed in 
the city. 


We have no'city hospital, emergency 


or otherwise, neither have we 
any 


conveyance to carry the 
afflicted to 


speedy assistance. 
It is really bar- 


barous to contemplate such a condi- 
tion. 


Our county hospital is seven miles 


away under tho control of the county. 
Official Oakland makes no provision for 
its Indigent sick, neither does It care 
for its unfortunately afflicted. 


A few weeks ago an elderly gentle- 


man afflicted with heart disease died 
in a chair in an office on Fourteenth 
street, directly opposite the health of- 
fice. 


The health officials, the police of- 


ficials and the officials of the city hall, 
directly across the street, were called 
on for help: None of these responded, 
because they had no legal responsibil- 
ity in the

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ITAUAN_RUNS AMUCK ON AN OVERLAND 
TRAIN 


KILLS ONE MAN AND 


SHOOTSTWO WOMEN 


Desperate Battle on a West- 


bound Train Results in 


Murder. 


DENVER, Colo., June 22.—In the fray which occurred on passenger 


train No. 5, westbound, on the Chicago Rock Island and Pacific Railway, 
about 10:30 o'clock last night, between Dresden and Selden, Kan,, a man. 
•whose name is believed to be Crompton, was killed and Mrs. Morris Olson, 
of Marshall, Minn., and her sister were wounded. The shots were fired by 
John Bells, an Italian barber, en route from Boston to San Francisco, who 
boarded the train at Chicago Thursday r.ighf. Before the shooting began 
most of the passengers were dozing In their chairs and no warning of their 
danger was giver them. 


FIRED FIVE SHOTS. 


Five shots were fired In rapid succession by Bells as he walked through 


the aisle from the front to the rear of the car, taking accurate aim at one 
passenger after mother. 


The first shot struck Mrs. Olson on the left side of her face, the bullet 


passing through the jaw and coming out on the left side. 
Mrs. Olson's 


sister sitting opposite her was hit in the right shoulder with the second 
bullet. Their wounds are not fatal. 
After being shot, both women rushed 


to the smoking i-ar ahead, and a majority of the male passengers followed 
tys quickly as possible, tumbling over one another In their haste to escape. 
^ 
THROUGH HIS HFART, 


Sells' third bullet passed through Mr. Crompton's heart. He was found 


dead In his seat. His facia! expression was calm and from his position it 
seemed that he was sleeping when shot. 


By i-hia time no other men remained In the car except Charles A. Glll- 


iat of Denver, an employe of the Griffin Wheel Company, and D. R. Slaw- 
son, of Pueblo, Colo. Gilliat closed in on Bells and wrenched his revolver 
from his hands, but not before two more shots had been fired, neither of 
which hit anybody. 


AT LAST OVERPOWERED. 


Before being: overpowered, Bells drew a razor, and wtth this he fought 


desperately. A negro porter from the tourist car, armed with a billy. 
finally succeeded in knocking the razor out of the Italian's hands, and 
Bells was then s< ized and bound. The train crew stayed out of the car 


Awhile the disturbance was in progress. At Goodland, Kan., Bells and a 
•^traveling companion, Patsy Loganbradl, also an Italian, were removed from

TELEGRAPHERS' STRIKE 


EFFECTS EAST LITTLE
